The Berlin Correspondent of the Times informs 
us that there exists in Berlin, and naturally so, 
much satisfaction at the news of Captain Wiss- 
mann’s victory on May 8 over the Arab insurgent 
leader, Bushiri—a victory which, though achieved 
with considerably superior forces, bodes well, 
think the Berlinese, for the future tranquillity of 
German East Africa. The valiant German Im- 
perial Commissary’s forces numbered about 900 
men, including 200 marines from the blockading 
squadron, while Bushiri’s intrenched camp was 
defended by only 600 of his followers. The 
fight was short and sharp. Bushiri himself 
managed to escape, according to one account, 
even before the stormers advanced on his position, 
his loss being eighty killed and twenty prisoners ; 
while Captain Wissmann had forty of his black 
troops killed and one German sergeant. Of the

Thirty-six other 
defendants were charged with being found on 
premises unlawfully used for the purpose of 
gaming. 
COMPLAINTS OF THE CLUB. 

Mr. Superintendent Steggles said that owing 
to numerous complaints, private and official, it 
was determined to take some steps in regard to 
the Adelphi Club. Acting under the Chief 
Commissioner’s warrant, he proceeded to the 
club with several officers and men on Sunday 
morning. 

The witness then described how he sent in 
first а police-constable named Golding disguised 
as a cab- driver. The disguise was only an 
ordinary badge, Police-Constable Golding ap- 
parently providing the rest of the resemblance. 
Golding, disguised as the cab -driver, having 
effected his entrance, witness followed, and with 
the officers and men under him effected the 
captures as recorded. 

Mr. Superintendent Steggles added: "There 
was considerable confusion when I entered. The 
club-room was lighted. There were four tables 
placed together, and marked, to the best of my 
belief, for baccarat. I asked for Mr. Cohen. He 
came at once forward, and said— 

“I am sorry this has happened. Why is it 
done? ‘This is a bona fide club." Т said, “1% 
is a common gaming-house; baccarat is played 
here." He said, “Oh, that is nothing. I am 
not going to deny that baccarat is played here, 
and so it is at every other club in London. 
have only had the place a fortnight from Pffeil.”’ 

Several of the defendants elected to go for 
trial. The further hearing was adjourned till 
Thursday, bail being allowed in every case. 

It is needless to add that the smart police 
raids have spread consternation not only at 
“The Spooferies’’ (Adelphi Club), but also at 
innumerable small tradesmen’s clubs at which 
gambling goes on to a deplorably large extent in 
numerous quarters of London.

The Duke and Duchess of Teck have the Queen’s 
promise, I hear, of certain desirable quarters in one 
of the Royal palaces which are expected to become 
vacant іп a short time. Since they left Kensington, 
nearly seven years ago, the Duke and Duchess of 
Teck’s only residence has been the White Lodge in 
Richmond Park, which is not granted to them by 
warrant, but is merely lent to them by the Queen. 


The Prince of Wales's annual dinner to the mern- 
bers of the Jockey Club will be given at Marlborough 
House on the evening of the Derby Day, Wednesday, 
June 5. 


The Prince of Wales intends to pass the Whit- 
suntide holidays in Paris, and, on returning to 
England, his Royal Highness wil go, with the 
Princess and. their family, to Sunninghill Park, Mr. 
Mackenzie's place near Ascot, which has again been 
lent to them for the race-week, and where they will 
epe stay from Saturday, June 15, till Monday, 
the 24th. 


The Prince and Princess are to be the guests of the 
Queen at Windsor Castle for the Royal Agricultural 
Show, which is to be held during the week after 
Ascot; and from Windsor the Prince goes to 
Sandringham for his cattle and sheep sale, and then 
into Hampshire for Stockbridge, so he will be away 
from town for four weeks. 


The Duke of Edinburgh continues to improve. He 
has been able to take gentle carriage exercise. 


The Grand Duke Alexander Michailovitch of 
Russia came up from Ryde, where his ship is lying, 
on Saturday, to pay a flying visit to London.

It was that Wodehouse 
Pasha had telegraphed that the cavalry and 
camel corps had returned without coming across 
the enemy. The Dervishes appeared to have 
retired into the desert. The Egyptian troops, 
Wodehouse Pasha says, behaved well at Serra, 
and the Dervish cavalry charged vigorously. 
The enemy's loss was eighty killed and wounded ; 
ours, six wounded. Wad-el-Nejoumi is reported 
to have left Dulgo, and to be marching towards 
the frontier.

“It has now been conclusively proved that 
Khartoum has not been captured by the Senous- 
sites. Natives have arrived here who left Khar- 
toum subsequent to the reported date of its 
capture, and state that at the time of their 
departure there was no news of the Senoussites 
being even near Khartoum.” 


CONDITION OF ARMENIA. 


Tue Ear or Carnarvon, whose self-constituted 
mission it is to jog the Ministry until he is 
readmitted within the sacred fold of the Cabinet, 
seemingly had warrant on Monday for deploring 
the condition of Armenia, brought about by 
Turkish misrule. Ме gather from the telegram 
of the Constantinople Correspondent of the Daily 
News that the report of the burning of an Ar- 
menian at Pagesh, near Mouch, by Moussa, the 
Kurdish Chief, is confirmed. The Armenian 
Patriarch has requested the Porte to appoint a 
Commission to inquire into this and other alleged 
cruelties of which his co-religionists complain, 
and to take measures to prevent their recurrence.

The Sultan's Grand Vizier has, however, replied 
that the reports sent to him are considerably 
exaggerated. 

He proposes to ask for further reports upon the 
subject from the Patriarch of the Armenian 
Catholics. This proposal is regarded as an 
insult by the other section of Armenians, as con- 
siderable rivalry exists between the two bodies. 


THE SAMOA CONFERENCE. 


Tur Samoa Conference in Berlin arrived at 
some important decisions last Saturday.

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LOOSHAI EXPEDITION: FIRST SHELL FIRED AT HOWSATTA'S VILLAGE. 


BRAVE CAPTAIN ROBERTSON. | 


Ir is fitting that the Number of The Penny Titus- 
trated Paper that contains the portrait of Сарп 
Murrell should also record theremarkable heroism 
of Captain Robertson and his gallant crew. 
Despatches from Rio de Janeiro, per Inman liner 
City of New York, which arrived at Queenstown, 
on Wednesday week, from New York, contain 
particulars of the arrival at Rio de Janeiro, on 
March 28, of the London steam-ship Parkhurst, 
from Hull, with the cargo on fire, and the captain 
and most of the crew suffering intensely from 
severe injuries received while endeavouring to 
extinguish the fire, which threatened the destruc- 
tion of the ship.

When the fire was discovered on March 23, the 
Parkhurst was 2300 miles from Rio de Janeiro, 
and all the boats were victualled and got ready. 
Captain Robertson, however, induced the crew 
to stand by the vessel and make for Rio at the 
highest possible speed. The fire became so in- 
tense that part of the iron deck and of the sides 
above water became almost red-hot, and only by 
spreading wet sails over the deck, and keeping 
them continually wet, were the men able to move 
about. 

* * * 

Steam was injected with good results, and on 
the 26th the heat of the deck and sides had 
lowered, but it was then discovered that the fire 
had reached the port coal-bunkers, and all that 
day and the 27th the crew were kept busy re- 
moving the coal. The commander was badly 
burned on the right leg, and seven of the crew 
also suffered from burns. The Brazilian Govern- 
ment presented a medal to Captain Robertson 
in recognition of his resolution and skill. The 
Parkhurst is a new steamer of 1538 tons, and 
belongs to Messrs. Carlisle and Co., of Leaden- 
hall-street, London—a firm which is not un- 
likely to substantially recognise the valour of 
Captain Robertson, 


COOL CAPTAIN KARLOWA. 


Тнк Hamburg American steam-ship Rugia, 
which arrived at Plymouth last Sunday, had a 
narrow escape from destruction by fire while on 
her passage home from New York. The Rugia 
left New York on May 2 with 168 passengers and 
а iarge general cargo of American produce, which 
included a large number of bales of cotton. The 
hold was filled with bacon, lard, and other 
inflammable articles.

About eight o’clock, on the evening of the 8th 
inst., the erew and passengers on deck were 
alarmed at seeing huge volumes of flame rush 
through the ventilators of the compartment in 
which the cotton was stowed, and the vessel 
being eight hundred miles from the Channel, the 
greatest consternation prevailed on board. But 
the male passengers behaved admirably, and 
promptly joined the officers and crew in their 
efforts to extinguish the flames.

Effective measures were at once taken by 
Captam Karlowa, under whose orders the com-

ose, and an immense volume of water was 
pumped into the vesselto prevent the fire from 
spreading. All the passengers took refuge on 
deck, where they remained throughout the night, 
and Captain Karlowa had the boats provisioned 
and ready to be lowered in event of the flames 
spreading and getting beyond control. For four 
hours officers, crew, and passengers battled with 
the flames, which were not got under control 
until after midnight. The burning bales were 
thrown overboard, and it was afterwards found 
that about two-thirds of the passenger’s baggage 
had been either destroyed or greatly damaged.
